name was Nellie, was sitting in Yang Fon's

room talking with him. BShe was pleased
enough to see her husband, but he seemed
sulky and vexed at something or other. He
wouldn't say much to Yang, who went out
pretty soon.

** Sam had brought a bag full of things up
with him from the boat, Out of this bag he
took the sharp dagger, which he bad picked
up while he was away, at some place or other,
He put it on a chair in his room.

** He wos restless, and kept moving around,
and onoe or twice I saw his black eyes rest
on Mrs, Lee, and then he would move asbont
somes more. Bhe didn't take much notice of
him, because he was & very quiet man, and
somotimes used to go for hours without say.
ing anything.

*“The Poll was a bird which he had
brought back with him from one of his voy-
ages, He used to be very fond of the bird,
and when he was ashore took care of him
giving him his water and thiogs to eat. He
would sit and watoh it pull itself up by its
beak mnd then twist ita head arcund and
squint at him with its yellow eye,

‘**He tried to teach him some Chinese
words, but the parrot was slow, or Bam
didn't repeat them often enough. Anyway
FPoll didn't learn any of them. Nellie, sho
didn't take to the bird and used to call it
numes,

** I waa sitting in the room in the forenoon.
Smn had been watching the bird. All at
once the bird stuck his head forward and
said ; * Yang likee Nellie, Han, ha, ha |'

*“Thiswas the first time the parrot had
over said these words, though he had learned
to imitate » lasugh, and often used to give it
out in s barsh, rough way, ns if he were
making fon of a fellow,

** ¥ang Fon was a nice, pleasant fellow and
used to like to talk with Nellie, He didn't
tulk muoh, but he used to say : * Yang likeo
Nellis,' and Nellie would laugh at him and
tell him he was & goose.

** The parrot had picked up the phrase
from Yang, but this was the first time he had
ever used it. When Bam heard it and the
laugh that came after it, and sounded so
much like making fun of him, he sprang up
from his chair, ran into his room and csught
hold of the dagger, Ile came back, opened
the bird's cage and held up his hand. Poll
was used to his fooling with it and stuck
forwurd his hiead slowly to eatch hold of his
finger. Bam csught him by the neck, jerked
him out of the cage, and with a stroke of the
dagger out its head clean off and flung it into
the room where Nellio was at work wetting
down some linen,

** It sort of frightened her, I guess, to see
how eavagely her husband treated the bird,
I don't know whether she noticed what the
bird had said, Bhe only said: *Oh, Bam,
what did you do that for? Berved the old
thing right, though.'

*Bam was more fidgety than before after
this. He took the dagger back into his room,
wiped it and stuck it in an ingide belt that he
wore, so that it was over hiship. Then he
cameo out and kicked the bird over towards
the stove.

**1 didn’t like the way he went around mut-
tering to himself, and I tcld Nellie I was
going out, and wouldn't be back before
ovening, Bhe said * All right |Ohin,'and 1
weut,

* When I eame back to Cherry street about
7 o'clock, some of the boys in the stroot said;
* What's the matter with John? He's been
around pretty oross, and has been filing up
at the suloons.’ Bo Bam was probably worse
thun ever when he went home,

“JTeaid I didon't know, Guessed he was
focling out of sorts, 1 concluded I wouldn't
go ioto the house until it was time for me to
go to bed, becsuse I didn't want to see him
carrying on like that, and I didn't like the
way he had cut Poll's head off. He looked
%0 savege while he was doing it. Bo I went
with sowme of the other boys around to a store
on tho stroet.

*1 saw Yang Fon golug iuto the house
soon after I got back, He was later
than usual. I told him to look out for
Ham, and told him what he hiad done to the
parrot and the kiod of dagger e bad, Yang
laughed and said ho wasn't afraid of his do-
ing anything bad—that he was & quict fellow.
Then he went upstaive,

** 1 walted down some time longor. I saw
the lamp lit, snd thoat seemod s if things
waere going all right. Nellie used to come
out on the sidewalk sometimes in the even-
ing. But the first night afier Bam gettivg
Liome she may uot bave cared to leave him
and go away.

'* About ten minutes after § I coneluded to
goup. Yang and [ slopt in the'room where
Nellie did her washing during the day, We
had our menls in the front room aud the room
next to that was Sun's and his wife's.

** I walked up the stuirs slowly and had got
tothe landing. When I turned to go up the
last five stops I stopped a moment to look into
the room,

*'Nollio was sitting at the table and Yang
was next to her, Baum was not lu gight. Their
backs were to the other room. While I was
looking and thinking 1 hadlbeon s #ool to get
sonred, sy Bam had probably tumed in and
| was alooping ‘sll the sounder for the liguor be

learnad, and it waa a good desl like hers, only
that the parrot seemed to be making fun of a
fallow,

‘*1I had put my foot on the first stair and
was going up thinking everything was all
right since they were talking aod langhing,
and Bam had tarned in, when [ saw him rush
on them with a dagger raised in his right
bhand.

**Ho stabbed Yang in the back five or six
times as fast ns be could, It didn't take half
o minute, he wns so quick about it. Yang
gave i groan and tambled to the floor,

**Nellie had not realized st first what was
done. But msshe saw ber husband driving
the dirk into poor Yang like lightning ahe
paw that his bad temper bad broken ont.
Bhe sprang to her feet, but did not give any
ery. I guesa ahe thought she might alip
around Sam without his noticlng it, while he
was 8o busy with Yang, aud slide downstairs
and get away, That is the reason she did not
scream, 1 think.

** But Ban noticed ber, and gave o side
atroke with the knife which went right into
‘her breast. Tho blood spurted out, and then
she scrocched and sturted for the stairs
Bam struck so fast with the dagger that he
hit her three or four times before she got
away, He didn't try to hold her, Ho counted
on getting in his work better by being so
quick in sticking.

HE DROVE THE DAGOER INTO HER BACK.

** Althongh Nellie was so badly eut, sho
ron to the stairs soreaming, nnd just as she
got to the top I saw Sam maeke u last lunge
and drive the dagger into her back near the
neck.

*The whole business did not take two
minutes. It wos the gquiokest work I ever
saw, I had stuck there on the landing, par-
alyzed, but when I saw Nellie rushing out
and her husband after her, I got sonse
enongh 1o run. I jumped downstairs pretty
lively. But I heard Nellio fall with an awful
thump on the stairs, and let a deep groan out
of her.

**1 thought SBam would be after me and I
didn't stop till 1 got a good way along on
Roosevelt streot. That is all I know about
the story.”

It wasn't necessary to knmow much maore,
Ohin had supplied everything except the
motive which had led Bam into such bloody
violence, It wana not hard to get to that,

He had ecome up from the Barah Wil-
loughby, the bark on which he had served as
covk, in & melancholy, vicious frame of wind.
I learned on the ship that he bad been sub-
joot to fits of brooding on the return voyage
from Rio.

When he heard the parrot say: * Yang
likea Nellie," and follow it up with the ocon-
temptuons langh, ho had been stung doubt-
less as if his wite and the lodger had becn
amusing themselves at his expense. He
would naturally refloet that the parrot, who
was 4 glow bird to learn phrases, could not
have picked up any expression that he had
nut bheard many times. Then the laugh,
though the bird had really learned it from
hoaring Nellis, had such a derisive tone that
he would not recognize it easdly as hers, and
may have thought Yang used to laugh at him
behind hinback, Heo had not improved his
temper a bit by going out and filling up with
bad whiskey, He was pretty savage, doubt-
less, at night, and when he heard the laugh
coms from his wife after some remark of
Yang's which he did not eatoh, the recollec-
tion of the bird probably eame over him and
his rago made a madman of him, He rushed
to his quick deed of wholesale slanghter.

The wurder of Yang, of his wife and his
own suicide could not have consumed five
minutes, Chin saw the first two murders,
'I'he patrolman was not three minutes in find-
ing tho house and getting to the scone of the
slaughter, and when he arrived all were done
for, although Nellie was still broathing.

The dagger thrust in the back was the last
stroke he gavo'her, But if Chin's sccount is
vorrect, he must have glutted his wrath on
Yung after #he bad fallen down the stairs,
for his body was found with sevonteen dag-
ger thrusts in it, two of which were through
the beart, The others were scattered all over
the Yody.

lie had rushed jnto his room Rhen and
jabbed the creese into himsolf thirteen timoes,
Four or five of these wounds were wortal,
He wust have struck himself with inoredible
rapidity, His heartjand belly werelfull of
the thrusts,

Nellio roceivod only five, Only fivell But
it seemuoed quite a modemto share compared to
his thirteen and Yang's seventoon,

Sam had probably struok himself notil the
dagger fell from his hand, and he turned for-
ward on the bed, where he welterod in his
gul’u.

He was a strong, healthy man and both
Nellic and Yang were in their prime, full of
vigor aud life. At the autopsy the hearts of
both men were discoverad to boe of unusual
wize,

As horrible a speoctacle as that aforded

Services were hield for several years in a
smnll chinpe] - in ~the rear of the property,
which was opened on Bept, 20, 1857. The
basewent of the echurch, whieh had been
commenced meanwhile, was completed and
roofed over in 15861, and after that time ser.
vices were hold there nntil 1564, when that
part of the church was finished and dedi-
eated by Arehbishop Hughes, on April 10,

1804,

After the death of Archbishop Hughes,
Father Donnelly went abroad for his health,
and on his return be raised money to buy ad.
ditionsl lots, and the building of the pro.
posad editice was then earrod vn to its com.
vletion in 1868, when it extended from streot
to street, with an fmposing frontage on Ninth
Byenne,

It was rededicated on May 17 of that year
by Archbishop MeCloskey.

Connected with the church are the paro-
aliinl school buildings, for boys and girls,
the Sunday.-school, the sttendance of which
bas been Lnilt up to 1,200, and a8 theological
sehool, the Young Men's Lycoum, and the
Associntion of 8t, Michnel's. The cost of the
church and its huildings was over §400,000
nnd the debt, which ot one time reachod
#108,972, wus entirely extinguishod in 15885,
when the ceremony of consgeration took
place, The entire expenditures of the
church from its foundation up to the L:ngnt
time have amounted to nearly $1,200,000,

The Rey. Arthur J, Donnelly, who haa
been the pastor of the ehurch since ita
foundation, wis born Jan. 19, 1820, in Attry,
Coununty Kildare, Irclguid, His parents came
to New York in 1527, und ho was edueated at
the sohool of 8t. Mary's Chuarch, in this city,
His parents intending him for business, he
entored, at the age of fourteen, a dry-goods
house in Paterson, where he remained some
time, and then went into the store of Ford &
Tuylor, st that time locsted in Catharine
sireot,

In 1894 he entered into a copartnorship
with his cousin, David P, Cnmg.ion. and thoy
opened a dry-goods store in Newark under
the firm name of Cawpion & Donnelly.

He abandoned commercial life, however,
for the church in 1846, and be in that
year his theological studies at Bt, Joseph's

eminary under the Jesult Fathers, and was

ordained a pricst by Archbishop i-iughoa ut
Bt., Patriok's Csthedral Oot, 6, 1852, His
first work was to organize the fmriﬁh of the
Annuncistion in Maubattanville, which he
snecessiully accomplished, and in October,
1865, he was transferred to Fordham, where
he nssnmed the procuratorship of Bt. Josepl's
Beminary. )
His remarkable exccentive ability was
shown early in his onreer, and when two
roars later he wns mi{mud to the purish of
st. Michael's, he was able to exert his talents
in a wider ficld. 'I'bie success of his efforts is
shown by the present prosperous condition
of 8t. Miclnel's Churoh, which is probably
the most influential parish on the west side,

Father Donnelly bas for wany years been
a member of the Advisory Council of the
Archbishop, and last year was npgolntad
Viear-Genernl in the place of Viear-General
Quinn, who died while travelling abroad last
